Artaria, which by an o⸗ 
ther name is called Mon- 
gall, aa Vicencio Wzitech, 
ſtandeth cowardes the 
noztheaſt,and at the Eaſt 
Ic parte fopneth with the 
law ok the Catheos and Solaugos : on the 
Sah parte it boderech with ö Country of 
manecos, c onthe Weſt parte with that 
i the Naymanos, and ok the Nozth parte 
- | tiscdpaſſed about with the Occean Seas. 
' | was called Tartaria, by reaſon ofa Riuer 
unning by it, called Tartar, and is a Region 
bhere the greateſt parte is full of Poun⸗ 
lines,and the moſt part of the plaine fields 
mie ſandie, being a barren countrep,ſauing 
Jun ſome parte of it is ouerflowen with the 
ute rs of 5 Rpuers, a great parte thereof 
wild er ne ſſe 4 litle inhabited. Ther are no 
Cities noꝛ Townes init , ſauing onelye the 
Citieof Cracuris.Ther is ſo great wantand 
 Iitultoze of wood in it, that the people there 
tedzinen to vſe fo the moſt parte the offall 
dung of Oren and Þozſes fox their fuel, 
lbellinroſting and bopling their victuals, 
. as 
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as otherwiſe .The ape ofthis Region ighy 
rp intemperate, and full of ſtoꝛmes and ten 
peſts, that in the ſommer time there are ſuc 
wonderfull thunders and lightninges, that 
men die fo} very feare of the ſame, At othn 


times there is great heat, andimmediaty |, 


lp fclloweth verye extreame colde , an 
ſnowe falling very thicke. The windes then 
are ſo boyſterous an ſtrong almoſt continy 
allp, that they dzawe men backward as thy | 
are ryding on their tournyes, ouerthzowing 
them to the ground, and alſo blowe vp tres 
by the rootes, and to conclude do much other 
harme. In the winter it neuer rapnech, u 
the ſummer many times, and at tuerp of th 
ſame ſo little, that ſcarſelye it wettethti 
ground: and pet fo all this it is a rich cow |; 
trey of all kinde of cattell , as wellexens 
Camels,+c . Of beaſtes of ſeruice and ia 
ſes there is ſo great ſtoꝛe and plentie, hui 
is to be ſuppoſed, there are not ſo many mit 
in all the reſt of che woz!de . There wert 
the beginning tn this Realme koure ſoztesd 
people: The firſt ſozte called Yeca Mot 
gales, which is as much to ſaye che grit 
Mongales: The ſecond ſoꝛte called Sumo 
gales, mhich ſignifieth the Mongales of if 
water, becauſe they dwell neere to oy Rint

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ſrut, whereof they beare the name of Tar- 
ars; Thethird are called Mercat, and the 
urth ſoꝛte Metrit: All theſe had one mans» 
ok ſhape of body, and vſed all one [ans 
cage. Their menner of lyuing at the firſte 
vas fearce + barbereus, without enplawes 
q pol'icie, they lyued bp tie increaſe of 
at;elf,and were a bzutce people, and lietle 
rgarded among the Scithians . Afterwarde 
wpoceſeof tyme they dtuided and ſcticred 
tem ſelves into certatne places and be⸗ 
qan to take they? Captaines in comparie 
wich had charge of the whole common 
vealth,and pet fot all chat ceaſed not to pay 
nhute to the Naymanos, which next adiop« 
to them, vntill that by chaunce one Can- 
miſta a man bzought vp among them, was 
fected foz their king, bp meanes of an ©1a« 
(> and reuelation. This man immediately 
niet he bad receiued the Empire and So⸗ 
meigne gouerninent,commaunded that all 
jour accuſtomed ro be done to the deuill, 
heuld ceaſſe,and eſtabliſhed by bis generall 
dicte , that all people ſhoulove honour 
ad woꝛſhip one onelpe GOD , the migh- 
ief,greateſt and beſt of all others, and alſo

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After this he commaunded that all ſuchy 

could beare armour, ſhould come fozchwth 
and repꝛeſent them ſelues befoze him by 
certeine day. And all the people apt fo the 
warres being come together, he in his own 
perſon hauing taken the number cf them. de 
uided them in oꝛder, and appoynted cuer thi 
Cozpozals, Sargents, Captaines and Co 
ronels. cc. After this, to pʒꝛoue what foe 
and power he bad in the empire and ſupzeme 
authozitie:he tommaunded ſeuen of the mol 
pꝛincipall men that ſirſt had the charge and 
gouernment of all the Nealme, to kill their 
ſonnes with their owne handes, the which 
though it was and ſeemed a verp hard thing 
vntothT, yet they accdpliſhed it foxthwith, be 
ing moued thervnto, partly foꝛ feare ofthe ti 
mon people, and partly by reaſon of a deuou 
ſuperſtition in that they had concetued 4 
ſtedfaſt beliefe that God was the beginning 
and foundation of that kingdome, and that if 
they refuſed to obep the commaundementes 
of their king, they committed not an offence 
to him, but co God. And with this truſt and 
power ſo rayſed, the king Canguiſta, firſtol 
all bought bnder bis ſubiection, by fozceof 
armes, the Scithians that boꝛdercd vpon his 
countrey making them his tributaries - 
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the other people alſo to whom his owne ſub» 
ects had befoze payed tribute, and fozthwich 
u bpon diuers other nations both karre and 
were from his owne dominions, hauing ſa 
noſperous ſuc ceſſe, that he bzought in ſub⸗ 
irtion vnder his Emppꝛe all che Realmes, 
bominions & nations, euen from Scithia bn» 
tthe Mediterran ſea, wher the Sun rpſeth, x 
lone what moꝛe, inſomuch that with reaſon 
| intituleth bum ſelfe L ozd and Emperour 
f all the Eaſt partes. 

All the Tartars are ok an euill ſbape in 
heir bodies, the moſt parc of them beirg of 
tall Nature . Thep haue great epcs,ſtai- 
ling farre out, and che liddes thercof coue⸗ 
with very much hapze , in ſuch ſozte that 
here can but a litle of their eies be ſene,their 
aces are bꝛode, they baue ro beards, ſauing

They ſapde, that in the de 
ſerts were ſerpents of 50. foote of lengt 
without feete, that would ſwallowe vp 
whole calfe. Upon the riuer Eufrates is 
noble citie, whoſe circuite is of 14.thoulan 
paces. They ſaye, that it is one parte ofthe 
auncient Babylon: Tit is called Baldact 
02 Baldachia : & Eufrates paſſeth thzoug 
the middeſt thereof. It hath one gate of14- 
arches. There appeare from 
parts many tokens of that great 
- and auncient Babylon,
